To 
balance budgets several of the larger 
dallies have been forced to print their 
papers in tabloid style; with a con- 
current saving in newsprint and me- 
chanical expense. Several haye reduced 
theh\ publicatlon'-to live days a week; 
others have recentlyVacquired the dally 
status and still 'otiiers have been rele- 
gated > to the . weekly or semi-weekly 
ïleid.; ; . 

. ..Aii/eidiç^]^Uve sun'çy. c^^ 
early December of 1932 oï the best 
dailies, indicates that the co Uegg^pre ss 
has weathered the storm FilStfffîsaâ- 
mlrable manner. Many are supported 
almost solely by student subscription, 
but those wlio must realize financial 
support from advertising alone have 
managed to maintain a standard far 
above that of .the professional dailj'.

Doctor Graff, yiho is a pro- 
fessor in the Department of Germanic 
Languages at McGlll, is fit present con- 
ducting a scries of lectures, of which 
last night's lecture was- the first, on 
Dutch literature. , 

The meeting was opened by Doctor 
Walter, head of the Department ol 
Germanic Languages, w'ho introduced 
the speaker. Following 'the : hitroduc- 
tlon, Doctor Graff prefaced his lec- 
ture by a few remarks as to the geog- 
raphy of the Low Countries, and also 
drew the attention of the audience to 
à few changes in the pronunciation of 
some of the words since the Middle 
Ages. In consequence of that fact, Doc- 
tor Graff pointed out,, the quotations 
which he had in Mind were going to 
sound a little queer. 
■ Becatise translations- are so inade- 
quate, and because very fev/ . foreigners 
know Dutch, went on Doctor / Graff, 
the literature of the Ix)W; Countries has 
been practically unknown" to the rest 
of the world. 'Vevertheless the Dutch 
have produced some literary 'master- 
pieces which might rank in impor- 
tance just as highly as thé paintings 
0* Rembrandt, Rubens,'$nd "Ten' Eyck. 
Although the. languagejipf the -Dutch 
had , not been spqken|^jui^u the.^tnreff tli 
century, yet we. fiîîd?MÏcîv llitefatui'e 
which has Its origin as early as the 
thirteenth centurj*. Of .course, this lit- 
erature is very greatly Influenced by 
that;Of .France which w'as then start- 
ingiin'.luppn its.career .jjf.Jiterary^as; 
cendaney. "It is due to'liiat fact that 
we find almost all the Dutch centres 
of culture at that time concentrated 
along the Eastern part of the country 
nearest France."

■^Europe Divided** 

Europeàn Intrigue could profcr no better 
moment lor Japanese defiance of the League of 
Nations. At a time when ominoui rumblings in the 
East threaten to undc'rnililjc the Oûildehlâl In- 
fluence and trade conncctidns in the Orlèht; at ft 
period when only a malsed frdi)t' o^ Européen pj6wer 
could stem the tide of pr6poganda-fed Japarièse 
masses; at a critical point In the maintéhancè ol 
White control of Ihe vasi resources li^ the Pacific; 
Europe Is in the midst of political squabbles and 
secret diplomacy. 

Thè map of Eui'opD is criss-crossed with various 
"protective" trèaties whose presence endangers the 
lie^ce ot the contt^ient in a degree no less than thé 
allignments tliat preceded the Great War. 

In the' first place, there is thè recently consum- 
mated Little Entente, between Jugoslavia, Czecho- 
slovakia, and Roumanlà. It Is significant to noté 
that two of these nations àre resultànts of the 
Great W^r, that Roumànla had increased in size at 
the expense of the Central Powèrs, and all fhree 
owe their very existence to the malntenatjce of the 
Treaty of Versailles and the present political map 
of Europe. Hitler's growing power in Germany and 
his threats of repatriation of German-spoaklng ter- 
rltorlei carved out of Germany aft'èr the Armistice, 
has dt^ven these nations ihio closer relations and 
acceptance of the doctrine of strèngth in unity. 

Pitied against this Entente Is the understand 
Ine between Germany, Austria, and Italy. Poverty- 
stricken Hungary is not officially connectftd with 
this alliance, but its sympathies tie whoie-hôarteày 
Inîfavoùr pi the sentiment. Significant is the faci 
tha)r,'Italy, was a mèmber of the pre-wir "triple 
Entente with Austria and Germany, but decHrtéd 
to enter the struggle with the Central powers, pro 
testing that the alliance was solely for protective 
purposes. They are natural allies, however, and 
syiApathetic strong central FatcistcKO^enuAents in 
R6me and Berlin will ceniefit tli^fflenèshlp, 

To France, the Treaty of Versailles is thô' gôspcl 
of her policy. Her interest lies with those nations 
who have gained moèt from the Treaty, and Poland 
is in tills câtegory. The pahjlg Corridor is a pain 
ful incision in the èéonomlc unity of Germanyi and 
one of the first statements by Hitler slhce his ac- 
cession to the Chancellorship, is the promise to 
Across this mosaic pattern of diplomacy Is 
admittedly hitèrestcd in Poland, and in the main- 
tenance of her political integrity. ■ . 

Across this mossaic pàt t faîjiôfiË^^^ 
dragged an incident' wïdch'^lll'^Treugnt'^Wm^ 
mediate dangers, which not only concérns Europe 
but also the Orlertt. Prance, In conJunctioA with 
England, last week sënt a sharp "sûggèsUon" 
Austria to destroy a conslgnmènt of arms en r^lè 
frita Italy to Huhg^, or falling this, at léàst tftè 
return 6f thè'sWpmènt to Itkly. 

Austria' will no doubt ait on this iuggèstlin, 
and ofllclally, at leàst, the incident wiU be' cloèed.

France, Polahd,' Czèchoilôvaldà, Jùgû 
slàyia anètj^ltwm are preparing to I6ck hdtns 
witii aêrmariyî' Austria, Hungary and Italy. Aliwady 
"spy" stories are emanating from the capitals of 
Europe; reporta of stolen "defense" plans màke ïhé 
front pages of our newspapers; and strong , notes 
are sent fr6m one country to. the other iirqtestlfig 
alleg^ied slander in the other's press. When matters 
are so touchy, when thè balancé of the equlllijrtum 
of power in Jlurope Is, hinged to a faltering hair- 
spring, the Lèague displays herself in its Im- 
potèrtçe, and Inability to cope with çerious pro^jleiVis. 

Before the League ,lle three major problème 
aside from this European tangle. There ii thè 
fighting in South America, betwèen Peru and 
Colombia, the old struggle in. Manchuria Is reach' 
ing to a climax, and Britain has brought thè 
Persian petroleum question to the fore. The latter 
qt|estion may be dlsppsèd 'of briefly. Both parties 
have shown a desire to settle the matter, and an

:l^n^mifltai^y. 'opéràtï^^^ dlffl 
culM B^ ejih of ■ International cooperation. 

iS^SoSth Amerièa, the whole fighting Is based 
op .a treaty signed In 1922, whereby the -present; dli« 
puted territory was ceded tù Colombia by - Peru 
Now, the latter. In respônse to a "call", by the pat'- 
riotio Peruvians in that teirrltbry, decides that she 
wants this territory back. Here there la hot even 
the Japanese plea of provocation, or protection of 
treaty rights, or the safety of prôpérty. It is'shéer 
aggression. Artièle Ten of the Covènant of the 
League of Nations is explicit with regards to this 
case. It reads:

' aft act of war against all 6ther MemJ>ert .of the 
league, whkh hereby uttdertake immediately 
to subfect it to severance of aU trade or financial

the covenant-breaking state and the nationaJs 
of any other State, whether a Member of the 
league or not, 

"Jt sheU be the duty of the Couneil in such 
case to recommend to the several Oovemments 
concerned wtiat effective milltaru, naval or air 
force the members of the League shall severally 
contribute to the armed forces to be used to 
protect the cooenonfs of the League."

At ttie bottom^ pf the 
list of bad influences U the gale re- 
ceipts. These arc verjr important at 
McGlll football games, because that 
sport Is the only one that maintains 
Itself, and the proceed.^ frohi that 
source tAust carry on all the athletics 
at the bnlvcrsity. 

In conclusion, Mr. Molion pointed 
out the great InflvencR the crowd has 
omthê spirit of the game. They should 
show that they admire thr good work 
of the oppohènts as wèU as ths good 
playing >f their own men. They should 
also refrain from criticizing thé work 
and decisions of the officials' for, as 
Mr. Molson said In concluding his ad- 
dress "suspicion and diftruat ite often 
thè reflèotiôn of à weak ehàràctei^."

Js the female of the species more 
deadly than the male? It seems not. 
In a recent survey. Involving 120 stu- 
dents chosen at random on the campus, 
sixty-six of whom were men and fifty- 
four women, approximately one half 
of each sex answered no and a like 
number- yes to the question, "Do you 
believe In capital pimlshment?" 

The survey mentioned above includ- 
ed eighteen questions pertaining . to 
crime in the United States and factors 
contributing to It. The questionnaire 
was distributed among 120 students, In- 
cluding seventeen from the College of 
Law, twenty-three members of the 
class in criminology, twenty-four maj- 
ors in the department of journalism, 
and fifty-five students chosen at ran- 
dom from all departments and colleges 
in the University. 

Perhaps the most significant and 
surely the most Interesting collection 
of answers was obtained on the ques- 
tion of prohibition. To the question, 
"Co you wish the return of the open 
saloon," two out of 120 questioned an- 
swered in the afihrmatlve. One was a 
male student, a journalism major In 
the "criminology class," and one a 
woman, majoring in physical educa- 
tion. An overwhelming majority of 
students of both sexes and in all cata- 
gorles voted prohibition unsuccessful. 
One non-conformist, woman, sociology 
major, voted prohibition a success yet 
advocated cither repeal or amendment, 
probably on the grounds that the 18th 
amendment Is a violation of personal 
liberty and therefore unconstitutional 
however, successful It may be. 

While the question of capital 
punishment, polled an equal number 
of votes, pro and con, it would seem 
that the class In criminology is the 
most merciful group, voting seventeen 
to sfac against. To the question, "Do

you believe In the Jury system?" the 
law students voted eleven to five 
against, the "arts" students thb:ty-sbc 
to sixteen against, while the men and 
women were again evenly divided on 
the matter. 

Eighty-eight believed that prohibi- 
tion has increased crime to twenty- 
seven who disagreed;, nlite believed 
that crime has decreased because of it. 
An overwhelming number favored the 
maintenance of prisons for reform and 
correction rather than punishment. "Do 
you think our police system a good 
one?" brought seventy-three answers 
in the negative to thirty-three In the 
aillrmatlvc. Men and women were 
evenly divided wlalle the class In crim- 
inology answered eighteen to two In 
the negative. 

Opinion of timely interest was 
brought to light in answers to the. 
question, "Do you think that Bums, 
the 'fugitive from a chain gang,' should 
have been extradited?" The law stu- 
dents were evenly divided on the mat- 
ter, the criminology class voted sbcteen 
to five "no,", journalism- majors' were 
also evenly divided, and the total vote 
was sixty-four to forty-two in the 
negative. Men answered twenty-six 
"yes," and tlilrty-seyen "no," while wo- 
men voted seventeen "yes"; and twenty- 
seven "no." Of this number fifty-one 
had read the accounts of the case fully 
and' fifty had read it In part. 

Men and women were evenly divided 
on whether crlnilnal tendencies are 
inherited and the grand total of an- 
swers was about equal for the against. 
However, the class in criminology votca 
two to one that they ore not inherited
